London - , Oct. 10. — Tho Barrow Ship- 
building Company yesterday launched 
the now. steamship JFurnessia. .She is 
tho largest vessel ever launched in 
England except the Great Eastern, and 
is intended for the Anchor Line ser- 
vice between Glasgow and Now York. 
The "steamer lias accommodation for 
"200 cabin and 300 steerage pai-scngers. 
The Eurnessia will be ready for sea in 
two months. 

Dublin, Oct. IS. — The state of tho 
west of Ireland may bo judged from 
tho fact that Lady Mountmorria, who 
returned homo niter the murder of her 
husban'd, has been subjected to such 
persecution that she is obliged to leave. 

Jean Luie has received a warning 
that it is a violation of the conditions 
under which his ticket of leavo was 
granted to address public meetings.

Canadian Kail. 

(Per Steamer Isabel.) 

Ottawa, Oct. 25. — The assessment 
of Ottawa for tho year is 810,371,875, 
against $10,269,635, or an increase of 
§147,910 in real, and a decrease of 
?40,000 in personal property. 

Archibald Forbes, tho celebrated war 
correspondent, will lecture in Ottawa 
on the 22nd and 23rd December. 

Hon Mr. Macdougall was yesterday 
afternoon presented with a handsome 
silver service by a number of friends 
on the occasion his taking up his per- 
manent residence in Ottawa. 

St. John, N. P>., Oct. 19.— The as- 
sessment case of the Bank of British 
North America and the Bank of Nova 
Scotia, with whom the Bank of Mon- 
treal has joined, is to bo argued before 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy- 
Council next month. Tho question at 
stake is whether these banks should be 
assessed on net income or net profits. 
The assessors contend that the income 
should be taxed, while tho banks main- 
tain that they are liable only to 
assessment on tho profits. Tho pro- 
vincial Supreme Court and the Domin- 
ion Supreme Court have given decision 
in the city's favor. S. E. Thompson, 
Q. O, is going to England as counsel 
for tho corporation, and will leave by 
the Moravian from Quebec on Satur- 
day, 30th inst. 

Quebec, Oct. 19. — It is stated that 
the recent seizures of tobacco in this 
city by the officers of the Collector of 
Inland Revenue arc more serious than 
is generally supposed. From the re- 
sult of inquiries made and calculations 
estimated, it appears that some four 
thousand pounds in all of tobacco have 
been seized, some of it being worth as 
much as $2 per pound. The seizures 
were made in fifteen different estab- 
lishments, almost all of the retail deal- 
ers in the city have thus suffered. The 
tobacco so seized' was confiscated in vir- 
tue of the Act of last session of the Do- 
minion Parliament, sanctioned on the 
7th of May, 1880, which prohibits the 
sale of any cut tobacco *except in 
stamped packages. This law has not 
been enforced in Quebec until within 
the past few days. 



Halifax, Oct. 22. — At the Supreme 
Court this morning Chief Justice Young 
sentenced White and Foster, the two 
soldiers belonging to tho 97th Regi- 
ment who smashed windows in Hollis 
street, to eight years each in Dorchester 
penitentiary. 

Mr, Chapleau, the Quebec Premier, 
is to be taken into the Dominion Cabi- 
net. Hon. Mr. Ross, Legislative 
Councillor, is to succeed Mr. Chapleau. 
Mr. Paquet will probably be shelved, 
and tho two vacant places bestowed on 
Messrs, Matthieu and Tnrte. 

Kingston, Oct. 22.— This morning 
Major-General Luarcl inspected the 
arms and accoutrements of the 14th 
Princess of Wales' Own, Rifles at the 
drill shed in this city. 

A convict named Win. Dompsey to- 
day pierced his heart with a piece of 
wire torn from a broom and died soon 
afterwards. 

Toronto, Oct. 20th. — Sergt.-Major 
Cummins, after 2G years' police service, 
died to-day. 

Guelph, Oct. 22nd. — A case of em- 
bezzlement has been discovered against 
police court clerk Richardson here. It 
appears he has b«en making false re- 
turns of fines, etc., at tho police court 
to the city treasurer, and otherwise 
altering the hooka 

Ottawa, Oct, 21. — Hon. Jas. Cock- 
burn is again confined to his house 
with another attack of B right's disease 
of the kidneys. 

The Pacific Railway Commission re- 
sumes public sittings on Tuesday next. 
It is understood that so far Mr. Tru- 
deau, Deputy Minister of Railways, is 
the only witness summoned to attend. 
A number of other gentlemen, how- 
ever, view with trepidation every mis- 
sive brought by the mail, fearing that 
it may bo a summons to attend as a 
witness. Several contractors would 
much rather not be called. Tlioy can- 
not imagine why the public should be 
put to so much expense for so little 
purpose. A prominent contractor who 
has figured in much questionable ten- 
dering boasts that it will be useless to 
call him as a witness, becauso ho has 
an unfortunate habit of destroying all 
the papers and forgetting all the facts 
as soon as a negotiation is completed. 
This contractor sold out his contract 
for a section of the railway m< British 
Columbia to Onderdonk & Co. A se- 
cond contractor, also mixed up in the 
the same matter, is afraid to bo called 
because he might be led unwillingly to 
give evidence which would be used 
afterwards against a Conservative M. P. 

Attorney-General Mowat has ex- 
pressed himself as in favor of the im- 
mediate trial of the Biddulph prisoners 
by n special commission. He could 
not see his way to liberating them on 
bail. 

Ottawa, Oct. 20 — An assault was 
committed upon the Hon. E. W. Scott 
in the corridor of the court houso to- 
day by a man named Sullivan, who 
struck at liim n couple of times with a 
heavy blackthorn, hitting him once on 
tho head. Mr. Scott; was' saved from 
serious injury by the stiff felt hat ' he 
wore. The assault was unprovoked. 
Sullivan is not fully sane. 

Montreal, Oct. IS. — The Messrs. 
Gault Bros., of this city have agreed 
to erect a $100,000 woollen mill at 
Canipbcllford on the river Trent, Out., 
if the municipality will grant a bonus 
of $10,000. Employment would be 
given by the mill to 125 hands.

RESULT. 

If Nevada and California have gone 
democratic the result is owing almost 
altogether to the expenditure of tlio 
Bonanza firm. Fair, one of the mem- 
bers of that great stock-jobbing ar- 
rangement, is the democratic candidate 
for Senator of Nevada in opposition to 
Sharon, (another stock -broker), the 
present incumbent; and Flood is sup- 
posed to havo aspirations which can 
only be satistied by "handing California 
over to the democrats. The struggle in 
both States would appear to have been 
very severe, and the disbursements on 
either side must have run far into the 
millions. Every federal officer through- 
out the United States -was taxed a 
month's salary and from the proceeds 
of that tax there was established an 
election fund for distribution in sec- 
tions where money would do the most 
good. With wonderful sagacity the 
republican leaders abandoned the 
Southern States ,to their opponents. 
Thoy declared the South "solid" for the 
democracy, and concentrated all their 
energies on the Northern and "Western 
States, where they inflamed the pre- 
judices and passions of the electors 
by reviving stories of southern atroci- 
ties and asserting that the triumph of 
the Hancock ticket meant the pay- 
ment of southern war claims. That 
these statements have had the desired 
effect is evidenced by the clean sweep 
the republicans have made. But thero is 
anotherimportant factor which must not 
bo forgotten in considering this mat 
ter. After a long season of depres 
sion and business disaster the United 
States last spring took a remarkable 
and unaccountable step forward. The 
demand for goods of all kinds has 
sinco exceeded the anticipations of flic 
most sanguino and the country' from 
end to end is in a flourishing condi- 
tion. The republicans adroitly turned 
tho great revival of trade to their own 
advantage and pointed to tho high 
tariff imposed for the protection of 
homo industry as tlio cause of the ex- 
isting prosperity. Tlio democrats, on 
the other hand, with tho evidences of 
brisk times multiplying on every hand 
foolishly proposed a change in the fis 
cal policy of the nation, declaring, that 
change to mean a taritl for revenue 
and not for protection. So the com 
rnorcial and manufacturing world be 
carao alarmed at thisproposition and de 
cided to let well enough alone by elect 
intr tho Garfield ticket. In all | ;con- 
stitutional countries occasional changes 
are desirable. Long retention of 
power breeds party corruption; but if a 
country is prosperous in spito of offi- 
cial corruption electors do 'not. 'always 
favor a change." They argue thaVfhey 
know the ills they have to endure; but 
that it is impossible to tell the ills 
they may. be called on to meet should 
they consent to a radical change. - f 



Tho Courts. 



Editor Colonist: — Tho quotations 
from the Globe and Mail in your leader 
of to-day under the above heading ex 
hibit some confusion. The appoint 
ment of Queen's Counsel has nothing 
to do with the procedure of the Courts, 
cither in civil or criminal matters, but 
ia, as the words imply, a royal preroga- 
tive; for how couldanyonebul the Queen 
or her representative appoint Queen's 
counsel? Her Majesty forms no integral 
part of the legislatures of the provinces 
aBshe does of the Dominion Parliament, 
and is' no paity to the laws, mado by the 
local legislatures (Lenoir vs. Ritchie). 
Mark the difference in their constitu- 
tion: "It shall be'lawful for the Queen, 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate and House Commons, to 
raako laws, &c." (B. N. A. Act, s. 91); 
"In and for each province the Legisla- 
ture may make laws," etc. (s. 93). The 
Governor-General carries on the Gov 
ornment of Canada on behalf and in 
the name of the Queen (s. 10); but the 
Lieutenant-Governor is merely "an 
officer appointed by tho Governor 
General in Council" (s. 58), "the chief 
executive officer of tho province." 
(s. 62.) 

I hope this explanation of a consti- 
tutional question widely misunderstood 
may bo of some use or interest to the 
public.

THE MINES A PALPABLE 
FAILURE I I 

Pull Report of tho Condition of Affairs 

From Mr. John Walsh, who loft tho 
Skagot mines on October 2ord, we learn 
the following in regard to that country: 
Tho weather was tine. Tho water very- 
low, and so were mining matters gener- 
ally. There wero about 50 men thoro 
when ho left. Fully JSOO men had left 
the mines disgusted within the last month. 
Miles of wingdams, scores of waterwheels, 
pumps, machinery, tools, cabins, sluices, 
lumber, — all abandoned. Thousands of 
feet of lurjabcr strew the sides of tho 
creeks for the first freshet to carry away. 
Everybody has become demoralized, and 
not without reason. 

About 20 companies got to bedrock and 
cleared nothing to speak of. There lias 
been nothing found in the deep channols 
of any of tho creeks, nor in the hills. 
The few men left there are working in a 
streak of top gravel that pays in spots 
small wages. Thero aro some 20 or 30 
men sinking on the main Skagot river, 
making a bare living. About 30 men will 
winter in the country. Having their pro- 
visions laid in, thoy think thoy can mako 
83 or S4 a. day. So ends tho latest mining 
excitement ! 

About 1000 men visited the mines dur- 
ing the summer. Twenty-two lives wore 
lost by drowning and other accidents. 
Hundreds suffered untold hardships and 
•misery in trying to prospect their claims. 
Tho country has been hard on tho Puget 
Sounders; a [good many of whom mort- 
gaged thoir property in order to raiso 
money to pay thoir claim asssessmonts 
on Ruby Creek. Thoro is very little 
chance of anything good being struck on 
that stream. 

Tho trail to Hope was in splendid con- 
dition. The Indian pack trains had 
stopped running. About 810,000 in 
dust was taken out altogether in these 
mines, and perhaps .?50,U00 in cash was 
.spent to get that, fo say nothing of time 
and labor.

An Indian, charged with assaulting his 
wife, was further remanded until Monday 
next. 

Two Hydah Indians, charged with vag- 
rancy, wero oach sentenced to three 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

Wm. Logan, convicted of vagrancy, 
failed to appear and a sentence of two 
months' imprisonment with hard labor 
was recorded against him. 

Three drunk and disorderlies having 
boon disposed of, 

Tho caso of Alphonso Verdier, charged 
with wilfully neglecting to support his 
wife, again camo up for hearing. 
Mr. Eberts appeared for the defendant. 
John Heal deposed that he know the 
prosecutrix. A year and a-half or two 
years ago she made a complaint to him j 
and in consequenco ho wont to Verdier's 
house and told him that ho wished him ! 
to como to his (witness') house and take j 
her away. Ho said ho had leased his j 
place and was going to the ininos and had 
no accommodation for her. Witness told 
him that his wife said he had abused hot' 
and had ordered hor out of doors. After 
that ho (defendant) managed to send her : 
to her mother in Canada. About last 
December Mrs. Verdier camo to witness' | 
house and hud a pair of black eyes. She | 
wanted witness and his wife to intercede j 
for Verdier, as a summons had been taken ! 
against him and she wished it withdrawn. 
This was accomplished. At that time 
Mrs. Verdier had scarcely any boots on 
her feet. She had walked to witness' I 
hovtso and Verdier stopped at tho houso | 
overnight and loft next morning in his 
wagon, leaving Mrs. Verdier to walk- 
homo alono in the snow. Was not sure 
whether she had on any boots or shoes; 
retnembored Mrs. Verdier coming to his 
house and wanting to sell some napkin 
rings in ordor that sho might purchase 
shoos and underclothing; witness know 
that on several occasions his wife had 
paid bills for Mrs. Verdier. 

Cross-examined — Did not hear Vordior 
ssy ho would como back with tho team 
for his wife tho day sho had to walk home; 
the distance from my houso to his is sovon 
miles; I refuse to state whether 1 was a 
a party to a dood of separation between 
Vordior and his wifo. 

Hi3 Honor— You must answer if Mr. 
Eberts produces the doed. 

Witness — Don't know if Yordier sup- 
plied money to send his wife to Canada; 
I saw her off on the steamer; sho roturned 
a year ago and has since been living off 
and on with Vordior; I have often told 
her that sho could come and live nt our 
houso if she would give Verdier up. 

Mrs. Twain deposed that she was ac- 
quainted with tho prosecutrix; about four 
or five weeks ago sho camo to witness' 
house; she was then bruised about the 
legs and on one knee; she had no good 
boots on and but very little clothing; an- 
other time sho camo with a sore throat 
and complainod of a headache and hud 
down; sho had dirt on her head and 
clothes as if sho had been dragged on tho 
floor; the first time alio came sho had a 
black eye and a bruise on her chook. 

This exhausted tho evidence for the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Eberts said lie did not propose to 
go into any evidence for the dofenco un- 
less his Honor thought the caso was one that 
should be defended. He contended that 
the prosecution had failed altogether to 
show that the defendant had not found j 
his wife propor clothing, food and lodg- 
ing at the placo where she ought to have 
residod, viz., at his own house. The wo 
man was in reality in a demented condi- 
tion; and although it had been alleged 
that on several occasions sho hud appeared 
with black oyes and bruisos there was no- 
thing to show that those injuries had been 
inflicted by dofeiulant. No proof, more- 
over, had been produced that tho woman 
was the legal wifo of the defendant, no 
marriage certificate having been put in. 
Sergt. Bloomfield— That was admitted. 
Mr. Eberts said he admitted nothing. 
His Honor said that he would consider 
tho prosecution closed with tho oxception 
of tho production of the marriage certifi- 
cate 

Tho court thou adjourned till 3:30 p.m. 
On re-assembling Mr. Eberts proceed- 
ed to call witnesses for tho defence. 

Wm. Thompson deposed that he had 
been at Verdier's hou.se twice during tho 
year and had seen Mrs. Verdier. She com- 
plained of being starved, but ho asked her 
how that could bo as ho saw four or five 
sides of bacon, hams and a quantity of po- 
tatoes and flour in tho house. Sho said 
she could not eat bacon but wanted frosh 
moat. Witness dined and noticed that 
Mrs. Verdier ato a good meal — in fact a 
heavy ono. Witness was thero again in 
August last, working, and thoy all had 
good square meals. Mrs. V. sat at tho 
table with them and appeared to be well clad. 
He thought that she was of unsound mind. 
Sho would go round telling fortunes by 
cards. Had known Verdier for 19 years. 
Ho was well liked and industrious. The 
woman complained once only of being 
short of food. 

Mrs. E. Thomas, South Saanich, said 
she lived about a mile and a half from tho 
Verdiors. In May hist Mrs. Verdier 
wanted to sell some children's clothing, 
but witness did not buy them and she 
(Mrs. V.) then loft for Victoria to sell 
them there. When she returned witness 
went homo with her; she was warmly clad 
but on reaching the houso commenced to 
storm and ravo without any occasion for 
doing so. She said her clothing had been 
stolon, but on looking into her bedroom 
witness saw there was plenty of good 
clothes there. (Mrs. V.) then ripped 
open a bolster case and said sho would 
pack her clothes up and take them to 
Stelly's. She appeared at all limes to be 
comfortably clad. On several occasions 
she had used offensive language. She 
said she would not go to work on any ac- 
count, as sho had not been brought, up to 
it. 

Wm. Morrison, testified that he had 
worked at Verdier's and had always seen 
Mrs. Verdier well clad. She sat at tho 
tablo with tho rest of the family and liv- 
ed as well as they did. Somotimcs she 
would leave hor homo for 4 or 5 days at, 
a time. Witness had never heard quar- 
relling when he was at tho house. 

His Honor hero said that ho considered 
tho matter was ono for a higher court to 
deal with, as it appeared to him a )rrima 
facie had been made out. 

Mr. Eberts said that if such wore . the 
case it would ho useless to call more wit- 
ness. 

His Honor then committed the defend- 
ant for trial.

Thursday, Nov. 4th. 
Mrs. Martin appeared in answer to a 
summons charging her with supplying a 
bottlo of pom and two glasses of brandy 
to an Indian, on the night of Monday, the 
1st November. 

Mr. Theodore Davie appeared for the 
defendant. ^ 
From the evidence and cross-examin- 
ation of L. P. Lewis, special constable, 
who was also the informer, it appeared 
that he had instructed an Indian named 
Tom, who spoke good English, was woll 
dressed, and presented the exterior of a 
half-breed, to buy liquor from the saloon 
of the defendant's husband, and for that 
purpose watched Tom (who called tho de- 
fendant up after the house had been 
closed and tho lights wero out) procure 
and pay for tho liquor; he then discovered 
himself in the saloon and took the bottlo 
from Tom. 

Tom, a Cowiehan Indian, deposed to 
| purchasing the liquor, but denied having 
seen anything of Lewis, the informer, on 
j tho day in question, or being instructed 
I 1)3' him. 

| The prosecution called Mr. Martin, the 
j defendant's husband. 

[ Mr. Davie objected. Ho thought it 
| but fair to inform the flench that a hus- 
band was not competent as a " witness 
against bis wifo, and that his evidence 
would invalidate any conviction. 

Tho Bench would not consider any 
technicalities and ruled Mr. Martin's evi- 
dence admissablo, ami ho deposod that 
after Lewis, tho constable, had taken the 
liquor from Tom, hearing a noise ho got 
out of his bed and came to the bar. 
From the appearance of Tom ho took him 
to be a half-breed; neither ho nor any of 
his family had ever given or sanctioned 
tho giving of intoxicating liquors to 
Indians. 

Mr. Davie dwelt upon tho contradic- 
tions between Lewis and the so-called 
Indian "Tom" and contended that neither 
was a credible witness. Even if tho 
Bench should consider the liquor had 
boon given, it was plain "Tom" had pre- 
sented tho appearance of a half-breed, 
and speaking good English and boing 
well dressed, Mrs. Martin should not be 
punished for tho deception which Lowis 
and the Indian had practiced upon hor. 
Mr. Davie also raised several objections 
to tho information and preliminaries of 
tho charge, and stated that a conviction 
would never be uphold by a superior 
Court. 

Their Honors considered the charge 
had boon proved, and sentenced Mrs. 
Martin to a tin* of ?100 and costs, or to 
sutler two months' imprisonment, and 
that the conviction should bo recorded on 
Mr. Martin's licence. 

Mr. Davie said that tho rydor, of itself, 
would render the conviction invalid. It 
was a fundamental principle of justice 
that no man should lie cDndemncd un- 
heard, and yet tho Bench proposed to 
take away Mr. Martin's licence for an 
alleged offence of his wife with which it 
was not suggested ho had anything to do, 
and that without calling upon him or 
hearing him in his own defence. 

Mr. McKay remarked that tho Bench 
would not consider any technicalities. 
The Act provided that no conviction 
should be upset for want of form. He 
had already pronounced tho judgment of 
tho Court, and tho conviction would bo 
drawn up by a barrister; and meanwhile 
Martin would bo liberated on her

The wildest reports were in circulation 
yesterday and last night concerning this 
matter. Little groups congregated on 
the walks discussing the causes that led 
to Mr. Bunster's displeasure and the 
action he will be likely to take to punish 
tho alleged bad faith of the local govern- 
ment, tho members of which are repre- 
sented as greatly exercised at Mr. Bun- 
ster's open hostility. Late last evening 
it was reported that the member for Van- 
couver and the Premier had left town for 
Sun Juan Island in open boats, and a well 
known surgeon and two prominent citi- 
zens were represented as missing from 
their customary haunts ; but, on inquiry 
about 10 o'clock at Mr. Bunster's resi- 
dence he was found by a Colonist reporter 
soated in his parlor entertaining a number 
of frionds as serenely if he were not "at 
that moment the subject of town talk. 
When questioned as to the truth of some 
of the rumors Mr. Bunstor positively de- 
clined to bo interviewed, remarking "My 
lips are soalod— for tho present." Later 
tho Premier's residence was visited, but 
the spectacle of his faithful greyhound 
stretched across tho doormat was deemed 
conclusive evidence that his august master 
was enjoying tho sleep of tho just within. 
At tho hour of going to press this morn- 
ing thoro woro no further developments, 
but political circles are apparently slumb- 
ering over a mino of dynamite which may 
explode at any moment and destroy com- 
binations which until recently were re- 
garded as firmly cemented. The end is 
probably not yet.

Tho Suicide at Taooma. 



Released.— The sloop Alert, seized at 
Port Townsend for an alleged infraction 
of revenue laws, arrived here yestorday 
afternoon in tow of tho steamer Isabel, 
having been released from custody. 

The steamer Isabel arrived from Pu- 
get Sound at 4 p. m. yesterday with a 
small quantity of overland mail matter, 5 
tons of freight nnd 15 passengers. 



Tho name of the shoemaker who com- 
mitted suicide at Tacoma a few days sinco 
was Morton Cox, an Englishman about 
40 years of ago, who used to keep a small 
boot, and shoe repairing shop on the west 
side of Store near Johnson street. It ap- 
pears that he reached Tacoma on tho 28th 
Oct., went on the cliff, laid clown with a 
Colt's six-shooter held in both hands, 
shot himself in tho left side about two 
inches below the apex of the heart. At 
an interval of three seconds ho fired an- 
other shot into his mouth. Life was ex- 
tinct before anyone had arrived upon tho 
scene of tho shooting, within ten minutes 
from hearing tho first report. Among the 
effects woro a noto to Geo. Knowles, of 
Victoria, bequeathing all hiB property, 
dated Sept, 17th, 1880, an addross to tho 
citizens of Victoria, dated Sept. 27th, in 
which he gives his reasons for intending 
to put an end to his life, a draft on Wells 
Fargo & Co., dated Sept.27th, payable at 
Portland, for §150 and soino coin. At 
supper Cox remarked that ho would not 
live till morning. Previous to his de- 
parture from this city tho police had rea- 
son to boliovo that ho was of unsound 
mind and took away from him asix-shootor 
fearing that ho would do himself or neigh- 
bors some harm. Tho night before he 
loft the revolver was returned to him. 
Two years since ho was discharged from 
tho asylum at Stcilacoom and was ovidont- 
!y insane when ho took his life.

"Jim" Mathers is foreman of tho claim. 
The Sugar Creek Co. havo prepared a 
largo ditch, which is rapidly approaching 
completion. The Excalibar have located 
ground on tho same crook and applied for 
a grant of 1500 inches of water. On 
Hardscrablo tho Paris Co. have got thoir 
ditch ready and claim opened. Thoy 
will proceed to work next spring. Tho 
Waverly Co., on Grouso Creok, havo pro- 
cured 1H00 feot of piping and the largest 
monitor in Cariboo. Thoy, too, will bo 
ready for hydraulicing next season. On 
Mosquito Crock tho Holmrtn Co. had used 
new piping and wero taking out good pay. 
Tho Discovory, on tho sumo crook, are 
about to purchase now piping. On Jack 
of Clubs the Sisters Co, are going to ex- 
pend from §7,000 to §10,000 for machin- 
ery, tho inonoy taken out this year fully 
justifying tho investment. The ground is 
worked through tho shaft leased from tho 
Two Brothers claim. ThoContral Co. have 
sunk a shaft with encouraging prospects. 
They intend to purchaso machinery to 
cost some 85,000 and wero taking out 
more than sufficient to cover expenses. 
The North Fork of Quesnel Co. has boon 
proceeding with surveys for a new ditch. 
Thoy proposo to tako water from tho rivor 
instead of from Little Cariboo Lake and 
will put in a wingdam for that purpose 
Altogether the outlook for a busy and re- 
munerative season next year is encourag- 
ing.

A calendar more than usually heavy 
will bo disposed of at this court, which 
meets on tho 10th Nov. inst, The Mc- 
Lean brothers and Haro, whose former 
trial was declared a nullity, will again be 
tried for the murder of John Usshor, the 
lato Government agent at Kamloops and it 
is more than likely that tho prisoners will 
have to face a second indictment for tho 
murder of Kelly. Mr. McCreight, Q.C., 
and Mr. Harrison will prosecute for tho 
Crown; Mr. Bole will defend. Tho Poole 
caso having been removed from Clinton 
will bo heard at New Westminster. Tho 
witnesses in this caso are very numorous 
and tho trial cannot occupy less than 
three days. Mr. Robortson, Q. C, will 
conduct the caso for tho Crown, and Mr. 
Alox. E. B. Davie and Mr. Bolo aro in- 
structed for tho accused, Jas. Halliday. 
There aro several other criminal cases of 
minor importance. In addition to the 
above there will be civil business. Tho 
Graham-Harper case will stand for judg- 
ment; the argument will be heard to-day 
or on Saturday. Hemt/. vs. Black also 
stands for trial at tho Assizes. Mr. Jus- 
tice Crease will presido, and we have no 
doubt that every case will receive at his 
hands the euro and attention which he 
always gives.

EUROPE. 
Do.vdon, Nov, 1 — Lord Olanearry 
was compelled to abandon his estate, 
notwithstanding ho had no quarrel 
with the tenants or laborers. He had 
not raised rents or caused any evictions. 
Personally he was popular, as his con- 
duct was considerate towards every- 
body. His solo supposed oflenco was 
his attempts to tako lands when leases 
fell in, and now tenants could be ob- 
tained, But finding that ho could not 
do this, he was finally warned by the 
authorities that it was impossible to 
guarantee his safety. Lord Ernest's 
agent served processes on all defaulting 
tenants. This so enraged the laborers 
that they compelled him to leave. Mis 
domestics woro driven from the houso; 
tho crops aro rotting in the ground, his 
cattle starving, and tradesmen refuse 
to supply bread or meat to his family, 
who are doing shepherd's duty. The 
constabulary escort gave protection to 
Simpson's Scotch tenants, who leased 
land from which a man named Lucan 
was evicted, but Simpson was driven 
from tho country. No one is allowed 
to tako a farm during Lucan's life. If 
any one has tho temerity to do so, he 
is menaced and driven from it by the 
people. Secretary Forster is hampered 
with his pledge not to use coercive 
measures unless the people refuse to 
submit to his present policy.

Philadelphia, Nov. 2nd. — The re- 
publican clubs wero assaulted to-night 
while passing down Broad street near 
Chestnut street. About ono hundred 
shots were fired; until Mayor Stockely 
with about ono hundred men arrived 
on tho spot the affair looked serious. 
All is quiet now. The streets have 
been cleared by the police, who arc 
patrolling the locality. Several men 
wore seen to fall, but only one thus far 
has been admitted to the hospital. 

New YORK, Nov. 1.— Rev. IT. W. 
Boecher, in a sermon yesterday, says 
that this is no time to ask about re- 
igion. If to succeed it would require 
Ingersoll to speak, ho would preside if 
twenty Ingersol Is spoke. 

San Francisco, Nov. 1. — The Ex- 
aminers New York special says that 
in the republican speech at Tarbox, 
North Carolina, Hill of New York 
said that the anti-Chinese plauk in the 
platform wrongs the Chincso and does 
no good to you or I; for they havo tho 
same right to come here and work as 
anybody else. 

San Francisco, Nov. 1. — Irving M. 
Scott, of this city, has recently return- 
ed from China. He says that the 
Chinese everywhere aro crowding out 
foreigners in their ports; also that the 
samo is reported in the settlements of 
Saigon, Singapore and Penang. 

Denver, Col., Nov. 1. — An active 
response of citizens to the coll of the 
authorities lias effectually checked the 
mob, and by midnight a very percepti- 
ble improvement was developed, which 
has steadily continued. Early this 
morning a squad of the miscreants 
raised a disturbance at the post office, 
but within ten minutes it is estimated 
that a thousand citizons, nearly all 
armed, wero on the ground and all the 
rioters at that point were arrested nnd 
sent to jail. Several hundred warrants 
have been sworn out by officers, and 
between 200 and 300 arrests have been 
made. The city is now considered ab- 
solutely secure against any revival of 
mob rule. The indignation among all 
classes is intense and earnest. Should 
the lawlessness show itself in any 
form or at any point it will uncloubt-
